10.—Before a monstrous crowd 


of 60,000 fans, the New York Giants 
tooK the first game of the world ser- 
ies from the Yankees here this after- 
noon by a score of 5 to 4. In the ninth 
inning, when a dusk and haze had fal- 
len on the big playing field, Casey 
Stengel, the old war 
horse of the 


Giants slapped a drive far out to the 
left field wall for the home run that 
broke up the game and gave the Gi- 
ants a richly deserved victory. 


One big inning, the third, gave the 


Giants four runs and a lead of one1 
run that seemed to cinch the victory. 


Heinle Groh's triple knocked young 


Waite Hoyt out of the box and scored 
the two runs that completely upset 
the Yankee morale. 
Four runs were scored on two sing- 


les, a pass, an infield out and Groh's 
triple. 
While it was punch from Stengle's 


bat that provided the winning run, a 
most spectacular throw after a beau- 
tiful stop by Kelly which cut off a 
run at the plate, was just as big A 
factor in cutting down the rush of the 
Yankees who were fighting all the 
way. 
In the seenth inning, Dugan tripled 


and

smacked a hit down the first base line 
that looked sure for a double. Kelly 
made a miraculous stop and an al- 
most impossible throw to the plate, 
which retired Dugan. 
The Giants played more alertly than 


the Yankees and altho outhit by the 
American league champions, 
they 


made the most out of their safe blows. 
The Giants played a quick thinking, 
fast moving Inner defense that cut off 
Yankee runs. 
Snyder's brilliant work behind the 


bat also played «a prominent part in 
the Giant victory. His quick snap 
throws to the bases stopped any run- 
ning attack the Yankees had in mind 
and his snap throw in the eighth 
inning caught Pipp at second base and 
stopped a rally which seemed to be 
sure to score a run. 
Waite Hoyt started for the Yanks 


almost invincibly, but he wobbled in 
the third and the Giants jumped all 
over him with both feet. 
Mule Watson, the Giant pitcher, 


started wobbly and lasted only two 
innings, during which the Yanks ac- 
cumulated a lead of three runs. Dugan 
walked in the first inning and was 
forced by Ruth. Meusel then doubled 
scoring Ruth with the first run of the 
game. The Yankees continued their 
attack in the second inning, Ward and 
Schang singled and after Watson had 
retired Scott and Hoyt, Witt drove in 
the two runners with a timely single. 


This lead was blown out of the park 


in the third inning when the Giants 
assaulted Hoyt and piled up the runs 
which won the game. 
The official attendance and the re- 


ceipts were not known at the end of 
the game. There were only a few 
seasts vacant in the far corners of the 
upper stands and it was estimated 
that the attendance was at least 
60,000.

Deputy Secretary Shumway of the 


department of agriculture has

ceived a report from a state inspec- 
tor that Peterson & Tegau, bakers of 
Omaha, are making loaves of the 
proper weight and are thus comply- 
ing with the standard loaf law but 
that the firm is using labels on loaves 
which give the impression that they 
might be short weight under the law. 
The firm is making sixteen ounce 
loaves and one and one-half pound 
loaves full weight, but are labelling 
them "12 ounces or over" and "20 
ounces or over." 
These labels the 


firm says they have on hand and they 
desire to use them. 
They are the 


same labels used prior to the enforce- 
ment of the new state law. The firm 
has a bakery with a capacity of 75,000 
loaves a day and the output is now 
05,000 loaves a day. 


The standard weight law applying 


to bread does not require a label, but 
if a label is used Secretary Shumway 
believes it should contain a truthtul 
statement of the full minimum weight, 
which In the case of bread is one- 
half pound, one pound or one and one- 
half pounds or multiples of one pound, 
and not to exceed two ounces per 
pound in excess of these standards. 


Mr. Shumway will suggest to the 


baking firm at Omaha that its labels 
"12 ounces or over" on a loaf which 
weighs sixteen ounces, acd "20 ounces 
or over" on a loaf that must weigh 
not less than 24 ounces is misbrand- 
ing of brea'd and is punishable by a 
fine under the state pure food law 


The Omaha firm alleges it has 


labels enough to last for six months.

Property in 
Case of 


Phone Company. 


The state railway 
commissioners, 


passing on a point that is new and 
important to telephone companies, are 


"divided in opinion as to whether a 


telephone company is entitled to issue 
stock up to the full value ot its prop- 
erty \vhen the evidence shows that a 
lesser^ amount of money went into 
the property. 


The Madison 
Telephone company 


was organized 
nineteen years ago, 


"and 
varying issues of stock were made 


until the total reached $10,000. Like 
most independent telephone compan- 
ies officers and stockholders donated 
a lot of time and labor in getting it 
started and in keeping it going. Not 
long ago it asked for permission to 
issue $20,000 additional sto-.n. as a 
dividend to present holders. 


Commissioners Browne and Randall 


decline to aprove this amount. They 
say that the depreciated value ot the 
property, based on 
cost prices, is 


around $25,000, and so they will allow 
no more than that as a total stock 
issue, as this represents the actual 
dollars that have gone into the prop- 
erty. They hold this is in accord with 
the constitution, and that they do not 
approve of writing up property val- 
ues and issuing dividends on the ba- 
sis thereof. 


Commissioner Taylor says that al- 


lowing for 'working capital and going 
concern value, not included in the de- 
preciated cost calculation and follow 
the rule as to appreciation of property 
because of enhanced unit values, the 
company has property worth at the 
present 
time 
$36,000. He 
favored 


granting permission to issue stock up 
to $30,000 as this would give sufficient 
margin foe any shrinkage in values 
possible. He says that it is illogical 
to say what a corporation may be al- 
lowed to earn on a fair value and the* 
refuse stockholders evidence of ctheir 
ownership in that value, and that it 
misleads the public into thinking big- 
ger dividends are being paid than are 
justified.

ESTED IN CONGRESS. 


To Show If Coolidge Is Logical Can- 


didate for President in-1924 


—Fanner Relief 
at 


Stake.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Tho con- 


fess has fallen into disrepute among 
the American people, largely because 
of its failure to function effectively, 
each succeeding session seems to hold 
more importance in the life of the na- 
tion tahan the previous one. 


When you analyze this, you will find 


that the secret of it is that we are be- 
coming more and more a politically- 
minded people more interested in pol- 
itics year by year and, as a natural 
result, more critical of politicians and 
their works. 


Congress is made up of politicians 


and their works. Some day a way 
may be found to turn it into' a true 
legislative body, where more atention 
will be paid to national welfare than 
to individual ambition. But the point 
of the present situation is that con- 
gress gets its importance from the 
fact that that the lives of individual 
politicians and groups of them, com- 
bined into party organizations depend 
on congress to su"ch an extent that if 
congress were abolished the present 
brand of national politics would prac- 
tically disappear for a time. 


Important to Politicians 


The coming session of congress is, 


therefore, 
important—to the politi- 


cians. It is important to the rest of 
the country, too, but primarily it is 
important in its effect on the perpet- 
uation of the present itolitical situa- 
tion of the country. The people prob- 
ably would manage to muddle along 
somehow whether congress met in 
December 
or not. The politicians 


would be entirely out of luck. 


The sixty-eighth congress is expec-%, 


ted first to show whether Calvin Cool-'i 
idge is the man for the republican 
presidential nomination in 1924. If he 
is able to dominate it enough to get 
farmer relief legislation enacted, and 
to prevent the liberal-progressive 'bloc 
from defeating his immigration policy, 
his appropriations for government de- 
partments, or from taking the bit in 
his teeth and enacting a lot of meas- 
ures not desired at this time by the 
administration, he will be voted a suc- 
cess by his party and probably wHl 
be renominated. 


Second: It Is expected to prove the 


courage, Intelligence and strength of 
the liberal progressive group headed 
by_ Senator LaFollette, LaFollette has 
plenty of courage himself and consid- 
erable intelligence; but whether he 
will be able to lead the somewhat 
headstrong progressive bloc intelli- 
gently remains to he seen.

If he 
does not fail, these two party entities 


will bo correspondingly weakened, and 
L-'jKolk'ttf will loom ouct- more as a 
truly national figure, with perhaps mil- 
lions of voters s». his command. 


Test for Democrat* 


Third: 
It Is 
expected 
to show 


whether democratic party leadership 
Is capable of uniting thn democratic 
party. If this can be done, much effec- 
tive sniping at the republican pro- 
gram may be accomplished, with the 
aid of the progressive bloc, and, what 
Is more important a definite and.-con- 
struct!ve program may be evolved as 
the basis for the democratic campaign 
in 1924. 


All thoso tilings will come about or 


fail to come about thru the channels 
of legislation. Congress will be dealing 
with hundreds of millions of dollars 
and questions affecting the welfare of 
the whole country—to some extent, 
the welfare of the whole world. 


In succeeding articles some of those 


questions will be dealt with and their 
place in the great political scheme of 
things will be indicated.

MEN AND THINGS. 


One of the delusions that beset most of our amateur 


advisers is that if railroad rates were cut in two all of 
the price troubles of the farmer would disappear. If 
railroad revenues were cut in two the chances would 
be good that the railroads would disappear iu the sense 
of their efficiency as transportation systems. If any- 
body cared to debate the matter he could marshal a 
number of reasons why this is poor advice. The fact 
that railroad rates are not now as much higher than in 
1914 as the general price level Is one significant thing. 
Another is that there is only one way by which railroad 
rales can be materially reduced, and that is by cutting 
railroad wages, and that is neither possible nor desir- 
able as long as other wage levels remain. 


The delusion is fostered by the fact that the price 


of grain to the farmer is figured by the buyer on tne 
basis of the terminal market less the freight to that 
market and the cost of handling and the profit the 
buyer desires to make. This does not always figure out 
for the reason that Omaha and Kansas City have both 
been paying, for corn and wheat very nearly as much 
aud some times more than Chicago. Under those cir- 
cumstances, if Chicago is drawing grain from this sec- 
riou it is not the farmer who is paying the freight from 
Omaha to Chicago because he is being paid the nearer 
market price which is equal to that of Chicago.
